ADVANCES IN STUDY 
OF SNAKE BITE CURE 


The snake bite problem is not 
very serious in North America 
(about 300 bites a year are re­ 
ported in the United States), but 
for those of the population who 
are exposed it w ill be comforting 
to know that 
advances in 
the 
study 
of 
anti-venin 
and 
other 
methods of treatment have not 
been slowed up to any appreciable 
extent by the war and they have 
resulted in a high degree of tech­ 
nical success. 
The four poisonous snakes in 
the United States are the rattle­ 
snake, the copperhead, the cotton- 
mouth moccasin 
and 
the 
coral 
snake. Some authorities name 25 
varieties of snakes here as venom ­ 
ous, but this is in dispute and at 
any rate the four mentioned a.e 
the most numerous. 
The treatment of any snake bite 
may be specific or general. Spe­ 
cific is by the use of anti-venin 
injected in the muscle. Anti-venin 
against our American varieties is 
available at nearly all drug stores 
in snake localities. Give plenty of 
anti-venin because there is no 
telling how much venom has been 
received by the body. It has been 
estimated that 25 milligrams of 
concentrated venom from a young, 
active rattler w ill kill a 150 pound 
man, and it is possible for a snake 
to inject over 200 milligrams at 
one bite. 
Use a t Tourniquet 
But the same rule applies here 
as to any kind of poisoning 
'hich 
is that if you haven’t got the spe­ 
cific antidote handy proceed with 
the general methods and remem­ 
ber that they are as effective as 
the specific methods. 
The 
general 
method for use 
against a thing such as rattlesnake 
poison is the use of the tourni­ 
quet. This has scientific approv­ 
al and has been put on a definite 
basis. Anybody has a tourniquet 
—a belt, a piece of rope, a hand­ 
kerchief. The ideal one should be 
elastic, but that is not absolutely 
necessary. 
The principle of the 
treatment is to shut off the blood 
1 
in the bitten limb from the gen­ 
eral circulation, and release it a 
littl 
at a time. 
The body will 
manufacture its own antitoxin if 
not overwhelmed with too much 
of it. After the tourniquet is ap- 


plied above the site of the bite it 
is loosened every 20 minutes for 
a half minute interval. The site of 
the bite should be opened and the 
juices 
in 
the 
nearby 
tissues 
pressed out.

Sp eaking on “Farm ers of China 
and Am erica,” Dr. W, Low der- 
mllk, asjfistant chief of the Soil 
Conservation Service, W ashing ton.

C. A., th a t soil erosion w'as the 
most serious p hy sical p roblem the 
Chinese farm ers had to face and 
that they had been wag ing a losing 
battle for m any centuries. 
Sent by the U. S. g overnm ent to 
advise Chinese on m ethods of in­ 
creasing

p roduction, 
Dr. 
LKiw'dermilk said that the Chinese 
had been carry ing on costly ex­ 
p erim ents, of trial and error, for 
centuries. “Thoug h they have hit 
up on effective way s of saving rain 
and soil with hig her crop yield.« ;, 
most of them w ere unaw are of the 


value of their discoverie.« , and the

iinds w ere not ap p lied sy stem ati-Ç - 
cally across the country side,” he 
added. 
Dém onstrations .Made. 
Dr. Lowderm ilk told how he and 
his Chinese assistants had solved 
various p roblem s by successful ex­ 
p erim entation, the most im p ortant 
of which was storing all the rain 
in the .soil. 
Plans for dem onstra­ 
tions w ere m ade in areas all over 
China, he said, so the skep tical 
Chinese farm er would see that a

and better crop s. 
“The conservation m ovem ent in 
China is on its way ,”

Lowderm ilk. Sp eaking before the

A refund of thp S p er cent tax 
imp osed by the internal revenue 
code ag ainst ship m ents of freig ht 
will be p aid only to the jierson of 
firm which p aid the tax. Ruling 
to this effect, laid down by the 
dep uty com missioner of internal 
revenue, W ashing ton, D. C., has 
been received by W. S. W hitten, 
cham ber of com merce traffic m an­ 
ag er. 
There 
has 
been 
considerable 
confu.sion about refunds of taxes. 
Mr, W hitten declared. This has 
arisen as a result of freig ht tariffs 
including a charg e for p ickup or 
delivery of freig ht, and such ser­ 
vice W’as not actually p erform ed. 


At the sam e tim e this has In* 
volved an overp ay m ent of tran s­ 
p ortation tax, w hich can be re­ 
covered. 
The revenue bureau ruling set* 
out, Mr. W hitten reveals, th a t any 
adjustm ent of the freig ht charg es 
by the carrier because of service 
it did not g ive, “does not consti­ 
tute a p ay m ent by the carrier for 
that service.” It is m erely a re­ 
fund of an overp ay m ent. 
The ruling also stales th at w here 
a carrier “refunds” an allowanc« 
for p ickup or delivery service, the 
carrier is authorized to “rep ay ” 
the am ount of the “overp ay m ent 
of tax.” but “only to the consig nor 
or consig nee from whom the tax 
was collected.” 


Mr. W hitten declared that, al­ 
thoug h w holesalers and retailers 
are p articularly interested in the 
ruling by the dep uty com missioner 
of Internal revenue, hundreds of 
p eop le not in business are ship ­ 
p ing freig ht every day , and tlie 
clarification 
of 
the 
confusion 
should be of p articular interest to 
them also.
